You will recall that at the time you were prepar- 
ing a draft of H.R. 8000 which you subsequently intro- 
duced in the 83rd Congress, we maie some suggested 
additions and language changes which you aidopteJ in 
the bill as introduced. As H.R. 278 is identical in 
language with H.R. 8000 of the 63rd Congress, we finde 
that there are no additional language changes which we 
would suggest at this time.
